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The ¥aris Exposition—American
English Burglar-Proof Snfey,
Panm, Aug, 16, 1807, —Bditors of the Amarican
Artisan:—1 mny safe'y say that it would hardly
be sayfo to attempt to write anything exoopt on
the subjoot of “'Safes™ at 1his time. Supposing
Shat all the prelim'uaty correspondence and
articles of agreoment are known to you, T will
morely say that it was considered by the com-
mittee na practically impossible to have here,
and with what they have, a thoroughly seien-
tific trial. So the committee dectded to see what
tools and men each party proposed to use on his
opponent’s safe: sud after allotting to each
parly three men, and comparatively the same
amount of tools, the committes preparod to note,
during the operutions, the effectivenoss of tools
and men, which, by proper observation, would
enabie them to judge of the comparative merits
of the two safes 1n thelr capability of resiating
those kind of lools which the men of elther side
might use,

The trial as to the opening was public as far
aa possible, being hmited only by the size of
the building in which it took place. Every-
thing being prepured and declared ready ou
both aides, at 2°43 P. M., on the 18th instant,
the signal was given and both parties com-
menced. Chatwood's men attacked Herring's
safe with wedges and hammers; Herrlng's men
attacked Chatwood's safe with a drilling appa-
ratus, At 8°16 the outside or fire-proof doors
of Herring's sale were thrown open, At 3'40
Herring's men gave up the drnlling, sud, throw-
ing aside thoir drilling apparatos, commenced
with wedges and hammers. The cheers which
arose from the Epglish lookers-on when the
outside door of Herring's safe was thrown open
were loud and hearty; but they were fully
equalled by the cheers from the Americans
(thouvgh in numbers ounly as 0 to 35) when, at
4°856 the outside plate of steel of Chatwood's
pafe was thrown aside by Herring's men: thus
exposing the outer suriace of hard undrillable
casting, Fifteen minutes sufficed to entirely
remove this formidable (to drills) muaterial, Lhe
process being very much similar to peeling the
bark from an oak tree,

Taking a look at Herring's sufe, we find Chat-
wood's men wedging alb the door, apparently
with a good prospect of getting in—some time
or other. We hear many spectutors remarking
about the tremendous blows given by one of
Chatwood's men with the sledge; he handled it
finely, while the same persons remarked thut
the sledge of Herring's men waus too heavy, and
not one of the party was able to use it to advan-
we.

At 560 it wae evident that both sets of men
wore becoming exhausted; and this being a
question of safes, not men, it was deemed ad-
visable to refresh the men. Operations were
therefore stopped; and while the men were
refreshing themselves the commitiee ex-
amined both sales; and they came to the
conclusion that, as lo security, the merchants
#nd bankers of Americs and England were m o
position to place their valuables bheyond the
reach of ordinary burglar appliances,

After stopping for forty-five miuutes, and each
set of men declaring they were ready to resume
operations, the signal was given, and then com-
menced the exciting times! The inner plate
and door-framing of Chatwood's safe were soon
in a condition to admit daylight, but not Lo
admit 8 man's hand to take out & block of wood

(6 inches by 3 inches snd 2 inches) which was
inside, and which was s duplicate of a block in
Herrine's sufe—each block having been placed
in their respective safes by Chatwood and Her-
ring; and la order to have nodispute as to what
was meaat by the word “opening,” it was pre-
viomsly agreed that the producticon of either
bloek of wood should be the oumly evidence the
committee would receive as proef of elther safe
having been opened.

The outer part of the burglar-proof door of

Herring's safe now showed signs of soon coming
off, while the ipper plate of Chatwood's safe
showed similar indications. Neither the Com-
mittee mor the public could remain seated.
Toolz were in bad condition on both sides, but
ne new omes could be admitted. If Herring's

men could only have had one of the two large
wedges they had brought, but which the Com-
mittee did not allow to be nsed, Chatwood's safe
would have been opened at onee. The room
was very warm; the workmen were sweating and
tired; the spectators were excited; hundreds of
hearts besting with anxiety for the success of
the snfe which represented their side of the
Atlantic; for the trial had so far been g0 very
fair that each person in the bullding knew that
the safe which held its block the longest would
by the public be considered the best.
